His Majesty in his speech referred in 
conventional words to the visit of the 
German Emperor, which he said could 
not fall to confirm tho friendly rela- 
tions existing between the two powers, 
to tho death of King Oscar of Sweden, 
and the conclusion of the Russian 
agreement. Acting in the spirit of this 
agreement, in spite oC tho complica- 
tions in Persia, the two governments 
had maintained a policy of peace.

Dr. Hoi'sfall Urges Suppression 
of Saloons and Red Light 
Districts 




KING'S SPEECH 

' TO PARLIAMENT 

(Continued from Pago 1.) 



At a general inoetlng , of the Vic- 
toria Union of Christian Endeavor so- 
ciety held latit night In the Metropoli- 
tan church the members ou the asso- 
ciation listened t6 an address delivered 
by Dr. Krank Li. Horsfall, of Seattle. 
Dr. Horsfall dealt chleHy . with the 
baneful Influence of the red light dis- 
trict and . the saloon and urged hla 
hearers to unite in an olt'ort to wipe 
these blights from the cities of the 
country. 

President U. i '. Horn occupied tlio 
chair and introduced the speaker of the 
evening, wiiu was accm'ded a cordial 
welcome iroiii the gathering. 

Dr. Horsfall opened by referring to 
tlie plpasiire he e.x))erienced in vlslt- 
Ing- Victoria. He would endeavor, he 
said, to oonline his remarks to two 
texts, the quotations from Solomon: 
"Seeth thou a man diligent in busiiie.-ia 
shall stand before kings," and froinj 
Paul: "When 1 was a child, T .=pake! 
as a child, 1 thought a.s a child and 1; 
understood as a child." He wanted to- 
inentlori a number of things that tho| 
Christian Endeavor w'as not Intended 
to be. It was not of necessity a Ijody' 
which mot once a week for jiriiyer, 
praise and (luotation of scripture, it 
was not a social club or a Htcrary or- 
ganiiiatioii, nor was it intended as a 
llirtation or a marriage Ijureau. Ho 
was not opiiosed to these jiersonaily, 
luit only refc^rred to them because the 
society often drifted into them. The 
.society was primarily a body or men 
and w-onien organi-zed for the purpose 
of upUrtirif;- their felkr.v men by Ijriiig- 
ing them in eontact with the teachings 
of Christ. 'I'lio purpose also was 
hand to hand witli and in the fon^- 
front of the battle for reform, _ muni- 
cipal, civic, moral and all othe'ra. 

The purpose was to utilize all the 
dynamic force that was hidden in 
every ma^^ w'ho wished to help his fel- 
low man. 

On the subject of the adaptability 
of young people for work. Dr. Horsfall 
.?ald that prominent among them was 
the restriction, the lessening and the 
keeping vylthln bounds, of 'the red light 
districts. Speaking as \a. ihan, a 
Chrl-stian and a physician, he would 
say that there was no more vital can- 
ker spot or open sore to be found than 
the red light district in many great 
cities. It should be fought by the 
Christian organizations. In this con- 
nection prayer meetings, not backed 
by effort, were not worth the gas or 
electric light they consumed. 

The question was one that must bo 
handled at the poll and the ballot box 
and the enforcement of the law-. It 
w-as a problem that must bo BOlved 
a little done, at a time and that well 
done was of infinite vahu;. 

It was a well know-n fact that the 
moral forces of every great commun- 
ity wore greater than the forces for 
evil. This had been demonstrated In 
Seattle in the last two years. That 
the mo)-al clement had elected a mayor 
u'ho had done more than any previous 
one to cleanse the city. He had closed 
the saloons at t o'clock every night, 
and kept them closed, all day S.unday. 
He had alsp stox>ped open gambling. 

Dr. Hiorsfoll referred . "al^ii) to the 
question- of open gambling, directing 
his remarks principally toward its ef- 
fect on young people. The reason that 
gambling was pernicious was that it 
sowed the doctrine that aomething 
could be gotten for nothing, which was 
antagonistic to all Ideas oi: morals 
and ethics. 

Speaking of the present financial 
panic on the other side of the line, he 
blamed this to the gambling of the 
hif--;h llnanciers. .Young people, he 
said, should organizu for the iiurity of 
tlio ballot and the reliability of the 
poll. fie referred at some length to 
the apparent Indlfferc-nce that seemed 
to etTect the people as a whole in this 
respect. He regarded the exercise of 
the franclii.^e as one of the paramount 
duties of the citizen. 

Tlio last division was the saloon. 
The saloon and the reil light district 
went hfind in band. One hundred 
thousand men died annually from drink 
in tli.> States alone. The girls of the 
red light district very seldom i)a.ssed 
the age of twenty and their places 
would have to be filled by others. The 
Christian organizations were afraid to 
handle this question lieeause of its 
delicacv. He considered that in hand- 
ling' this subject that was a (lucstion 
for the community to deal with, iri-e- 
spcetive of sex. 

'i'li(> eleetion of good public ofllclals 
was not tiie citizens' only duty. They 
v.ere caii<:d upon to give their moral 
support during their tenure of office. 
All great Lssucs were secured by con- 
tinual effort. He illustrated this by 
reli rence to American history. 

\fter the address, Miss Mcintosh 
sang a solo, when the audience retired 
to the schoolroom of the churcli, 
wlii r(> light refreshments were served 
and an enj(i.\a,r)le evening sjient.

Mr. Balfour, leader of -the opposition

Canada and Japan. 

Lord Laiisdowne took occasion to 
expresd his gratification that the diili- 
cUlty with the United' States regarding 
the Newfoundland fisheries question 
was going to arbitration, and consid- 
ered that the settlement of, the differ- 
ences between Canada and Japan was 
most creditable, not only to the Do- 
minion government, but to the gdv- 
ernment of our ally,' who had exhibit- 
ed, not for the first time, ii self- 
reslraint and sagaeii.N' which had 
elicited admiration of all who had op- 
portuni tie.-; of coming into clo,-:e con- 
tact with its diplomatic proceedings." 

The notable absence in the l-Cing's 
speech of any reference to the rela- 
tions between the two hon.ses of par- 
lueiit was ,sarcasticaUy rorerred lo by 
Lord Lansdowne.

LECTURES ON DREAD 
SCOURG&OF. CONGO 

Dr. Todd Gives (nteiesting Ac- 
count of ^Sleeping Sick- , 
ness of Central Africa

Those who attended the lecture 
given by Dr. John L. Todd la,st night 
in Victoria hall, Blanchavti street, were 
given an hour's interesting talli on 
that portion of the C'nngo Free State 
through which tra\'eli'd tho expedition 
sent out by ihc DIverpool School of 
Tropical Medical Kesearchj.'.of ';„wliioh 
Dr. Todd was a member, to.c Study the 
deadly sleeping sickness.. :-:'?.The enor- 
mous loss '.of life from /thls;-i'.-icourge In 
that portlon-of- the dark icontincnt lias 
resulted In the loading medical author- 
ities of I';uroi)e closely .studyinpt its 
nature, and as a result of tho expedi- 
tion mains or ligliting the disease were 
found, and today the methods sug-, 
gested by the lindlngs of the expedi- 
tion for combatting the disease^ uro 
being atiopled in the Congu uisirici. 

The lecture was given in behalf of 
the building fund of St. John's hall. 
There w;is a large audience present, 
and a substantial sum wuh raised. The 
lecture was illustrated by lantern 
sillies of scenes and types ot natives 
in that part of Africa, us well as 
views of the pest, a mosquito, which 
Is the real cause of the sleeping 'sick- 
ness. 

Tlie exiicdillon, of which Dr. Todd 
was a member, spent twenty-three 
months in the section of the Congo 
bordering oil the Congo rlvisr, and 
much valuable information' was ob- 
tained. Referring briefly to the an- 
cient nations Which l^ave peopled Af- 
rica, tho speaker "■ stated that It was 
because of the sleeping sickness and 
the' dread malaria that the interior of 
the continent had never been inhabit- 
ed by the white races. It was In 18t)S 
that Dr. Itoss di.scovered that sleeping 
sickness was caused by a mosquito, 
and since that time in many sectiou-s 
of the country the post was being 
fought in the same manner a.s in Pan- 
ama and Havana, where, by the use of 
ccal oil, tlie mosquito was being grad- 
ually driven out and diseases caused 
by 11.5 presence eradicated. 

In the course of its travels the ex- 
pedition journeyed over 2,000 miles 
from Leopoldville, the chief centre of 
tho Congo State. At lhat place the 
light against the mosifuito has been 
actively waged, the marshes had been 
cleared and everything possible done 
to improve sanitary conditions. Tho 
first cases of sleeping sickness were 
'met with at Leopoldville, where there 
was an extensive native population. 
As there was no hospital tliere, the 
expedition had one built, and many 
cases treated, thus allowing of close 
investigation into the symptoms ot the 
disease. The lectui-er stated that most 
people have' an - erroneous.' idea of the 
disease. ' The victim was popularly 
supposed ito become sc sleepy or 
lethargic that he bocamo insensible to 
pain, but such was not .-lUvays the 
ca.so, manj' of tho victims of the dis- 
ease, experiencing acute pain, terrific 
headaches and many-,cases were found 
where the native afflicted had been 
rendered insane through pain, and 
had taken his own life. S(jiiie idea ol 
tlie enormous loss of life from the dis- 
ease could be gained from the fact 
that it liad been estimated that within 
the past ten years over half a million 
natives had died of it, and in .some of 
the native villages more, than half the 
entire population had been wijied out. 
During the trip of tim expedition 
scarcely a day passed without two or 
three bodies being found by the road- 
side, wdiere the arflicted natives had 
crawled to end their days. 

Dr. '.Podd pointed out the peculiar 
effect the disease bad upon different 
people. Ill some cases the person af- 
lllcled became quite foolish, in olher.s 
raving mad, and in many it cotiiplefe- 
ly changed the whole charafeter. A 
tmmber of views of patients at various 
stages of 'the disease were-showri, in- 
dicating the rapidity with which the 
poison' spreads thrpugh the system. 

Dt, Todd; besides, spealting on the 
sleeping' siickness, also gave a very in- 
teresting ' account of the country 
tlirdugh .which the expedition passed, 
touched upon its products and popu- 
lation and illustrated his remarks with 
many vicw^. At the conclusion of the 
lecture, which was loudly applauded, 
Rev. A. J. Stanley Ard. on bidialf .d' the 
audience and St. John's church, Uiaiiked 
Dr. Todd and expressed the liojie that 
it would not be long l.ierore llie\' would 
again have tlie ijleasurc of hearing 
liim lecttire.

They .grow In 
height steadily with years and jiresent 
a most interesting spectacle ot nii- 
Inre's strange creative met hods, Tho 
Hoi Pols are found in file niidsL of 
cultivated lields and lliriviiig orch- 
ards, nolwlthstundiing the peculiar 
rock-Uke soil eoippoHltion.

The culmination Of the - Interest 
which has eehterecl in'tho aebate upon 
the Ijatal act occurred yesterday when 
In the course of speech upon that 
measure 'VV.

The treaty rati- 
fied does not contain this clause. 

The del;ate was one of considerable 
Interest. Interruptions from either 
side Wero frequent. .T. A. Macdonaid, 
the Ijiberal leader, at length announced 
himself a -supporter of tlie bill. He 
insisted that it did not refer to Jap- 
anese or Chlnose but only to Hindus, 
but at that ho would give it his sup- 
port. 

Some little routine business was 

transacted. 
Tho speaker took the chair at 2:20 

o'clock. 

Prayers by Rev. G. K. p. Adams. 
Impeaehment Motion Ruled Out 

Hon. Mr. Bberts, on the. point o£ 
order r&Iaed in respect to the motion, 
presented to the house by the hon. 
member for Nanalmo (Mr. Hawthorn- 
thwalte) to bring about the impeach- 
ment of his honor the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor for his action In reserving his 
assent to the Bowser bill, made the 
following ruling: 

The following resolution was moved 
by the honorable member for Na- 
i-iaimo: 

"Whereas, during the last session of 
this house, a bill was introduced in- 
tituled "An Act to Regulate Immigra- 
tion into British Columbia," with the 
object and Intent of preventing a fur- 
ther influx into this province of 
"backward races," notably certain of 
the subjects of his imperial majesty 
the mikado of Japan; and 

"Whereas tho said bill, as amended, 
successfully passed through the Var- 
ious stages in this Icgislaturo, 'was 
supported by tho members of the ex- 
ecutive council at that time present, 
and was enacted, so far as it lay In 
tho power of the members of this leg- 
islature; and 

"Whereas the Hon. James Dunsmuir, 
lieutenant-governor of this province, 
refused to assent to the passage of 
said bill; and 

"Whereas the Hon. l^lchard McBrlde, 
premier of British Columbia, has piib- 
llcly stated that the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor was not advised by his govern- 
ment to refuse to give his assent to 
said bill; a-nd 

"Whereas It has transpired c.uring 
an investigation by the deputy niinis- 
ter of labor, Mackenzie King, acting 
under instructions from the Dominion 
government, into the causes and na- 
ture of the extraordinary immigration 
of Japanese laborers into this prov- 
ince, that the Hon. James Dunsmuir, 
In his private capacity as an operat/ir 
of coal mines In this province, had, on 
or about the time of the passage of 
said bill, entered into a contract witli 
the Canadian Nippon company, of 
Vancouver, to procure five hundred 
Japanese coolies for exploitation In his 
coal mines; and 

"Whereas tho passage of the afore- 
said bill would have had tho effect- of- 
delaying or preventing the coming 
Into this province of the lahorers afore- 
said; and 

"Whereas the lieutenant-governor 
has not acted in this matter in ac- 
cordance with constitutioiial practice. 
In refusing his assent to the enactment 
of said bill without the advice of his 
responsible ministers, and has further 
laid himself open to grave suspicion 
as to tho reasons that Induced him to 
refuse his assent to said bill; and 

"Whereas his action In these mat- 
ters must inevitably tend to destroy 
such confidence as tho pooi)lo of this 
province have in constitutional and 
responsible government; 

"Therefore, be It resolved, that this 
house einphatieally condemns all such 
unconstitutional proeecdings and here- 
by ai)peals to tho governor-general of 
this Dominion to Investigate into all 
of the aforesaid matters itnd charges, 
and should tlie facts iirovo to bo as 
stated in this resoUilion, dismiss 
forthwith the llonoi-abli' Jnmcs Duns- 
muir from the otJlee of lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of the pi'ovince of British Co- 
lumbl.a." 

Speaker's Ruling 
The legislature, by well established 
precedent, cannot pass a resolution ol 
censure upon tho lieutenant-governor 
for hl.y conduct,' except as a prelimin- 
ary to nil address to the governor-gen- 
eral. 

The above resolution may be re- 
garded as preliminary to a message 
to his excellency, but exception has 
been taken to It on two grounds: Fii-at, 
that the resolution layout of order and 
should not be put to the house. Inas- 
much as It alleges that his honor "has 
laid himself opoii,. to -grave suApioIon 
as to • the ' reasons that Induced* him 
to refuse his aasont to the bill entitled 
'An Act to Regulate Immigration Into 
British Columbia, 1907'," and rulo 15 
was cited as an authority. Tho rulo 
reads as follows: 

"No mombor shall speak disrespect- 
fully of her majesty nor of any of the 
royal family, nor of the governor or 
person administering the government 
of Canada, nor of tho lieutenant-gov- 
ernor of province, nor shall he iiso 
offensive word,3 against any member 
of thiH house, nor shall ho speak be- 
side the fiur-Btlon in debate. No mem- 
ber shall reflect upon any veto of the 
house passed during the current soh- 
aion, except for the purpoao of mov- 
ing that such vote bo rescinded." 

During tho debate on this point It 
was strongly urged by the introducer 
ftf the resolution that rule 15 did not. 



and shall notj-lmlh^li-^case apply, in 
thi.s I cannot for'tt mon^int- agree.. TJie 
rule Is a most usrftU*; and, -Wl&e>i one, 
and obtains in all parliaments in the 
British Dominions, and in this legis- 
lative body has always been enforced. 
T.ie reference 1 have quoted to his

the house refuseid ,t6 affirmi same, 
thereby dedlarlhg ;that asvbetween his 
honor and' his minlst'ei:'3''.he ^'ad^ acted 
constftutlonally, , No^, ' ,'wh'en a" bill 
has passed the i^ouse, 'utider and by 
virtue o-f section 55 of the "British 
North America Act," his honor has 
three courses open to him, one that he 
assents to •.=iame in tho King's name, 
(2) withholds tho XCing'a assent, (3) 
that he reserves the bill for the slgnl- 
ficatlon of the KIng'.s pleasurc, 

T will not deal with the. second 
course open to him, as nothing- arises 
on that. Tho procedure with reference 
to the first course 0]>en to him has 
been decided by the house, fie was 
thereforo constitutionally entitled 
reserve tho bill for the- signification of 
the King's pleasure. As it appears, he 
took that course, and whether advised 
-HO to do under instructions from h 
exeolloncy or acting oni-iilS own dis- 
cretion, if the occasion was one of 
urgency, he was acting, Ift rny opinion 
within his rights and aeeording to 
tho constitution, and if so as the rep 
rosentative of his majo-sty In this pro 
vince It must bo as-'sumed that he acted 
in iho public and not in hl.^ private 
Interests, and it woidd therefore be 
highly improper to impute motives. 

For those reasons T am of opinion th 
resolution is one that should not ho 
put to tills house, and so I declare

Mr. ttawthofnthwalte— In my op in 
ion this is a case in which I have ; 
right to appeal from the ruling of the 
chair, 'Tour decision, sir, is long and 
Important; and until it is in print, I 
cannot very well argue my appeal, for 
I must say that I have not fully grasp- 
ed It yet. . 

In reply to Mr. Oliver, Hon, Mr., Eb- 
crts said: While I have occupied, this 
chair I haVe always delivered my de- 
cisions on these poirttp.ot order, at the 
opening of the 'chouse..

Mr. Hawthornthwalte— I thank you,

Return Presented 
Hon. Mr. Bowser presented a re- 
turn, containing copies of all corres- 
pondonco -which has passed between 
tho minister of justice at Ottawa and 
his department here in connection with 
the Immigration afet of ,la?t year. 
Mr. Ross Continues Debate 
On the resumption of the debate on 
the act to regulate immigration into 
British Columbia W. R. Ross (Fernle) 
said that beyond all question this bill 
concerned a matter of the most over- 
Bhadowlng importance, which peculiar- 
ly made it the duty of overy member 
of the house, whoso constituency con- 
tained any great number of working- 
men, to present his views upon It to 
this house and to the country. Ho 
confessed that In following as ho did 
the hon. the attorney-general ho was 
laboring under a very considurablo 
disadvantage, and principally so be- 
cause that hon. gentleman had treated 
this subject as was always his custom 
when ho discussed any subject on tho 
floor of this parliament in sucli an 
exhaustive manner that very little new 
miiterial was left to be handled by tho 
other membera of the house. (Hear, 
hear.) 

Question of Sincerity 

Nevertheless some material, was at 
his disposal. It had been charged by 
hon. gentlemen opposite, that the Con- 
servative party was hot sincere in its 
treatment of questions, which affected 
the interests of the laboring man. On 
tho preceding evening he had read In 
the Times of 'thls city a'd^8K)la.teh from 
Ottawa as follows: ■ - ■ 

Ottawa, Jan. 2S, — R, L. .fiordeh took 
up the Japanese (luestlon In reply to 
Hon. K. l.emleux' speech on his mls- 
sio]i to Jai)an. Mr. Borden said that 
It would - be better if there was less 
elotiuenee and more information in the 
speech of tho pDBt}nosti-r general. Can- 
ada lias to be satisliod with tho tis- 
sur/uices of the government of Japan 
that whatever arrangement was 
reached would bp carried out by ,Tupan, 
In regard to the condition of affairs 
In the country 12 months ago, Mr. 
Leniloux justifies Japan, from any re- 
sponsibility, and by Inference there- 
for, blames his own government. 

Mr. Borden moved, a;l , amendment 
to the effect'ithat ,iiii; tha,;GDn 
government in 1805' Had refused to be- 
come a party to a treaty with Japan 
without tho m-ovlso Included the same 
as there w.'is In tho United States 
treaty to control Immigration, that in 
ISDO .Tap.an agreed to this, therefore In 
tho opinion of the house, Canada 
should not enter Into or nccodc to any 
treaty which deprives parliament of 
tho control of immigration Into this 
country, and, desires to record Its 
strong protest against a policy under 
which a wage earning population can- 



not be.; -iproteoted" from destruc 
live invading J competition except by 
entreating f orbejiran'oe. and aid from a 
foreign government. 

Telegram From Mr. Borden 

He thought tliat this matter had 
been very ably put by Mr. Borden, as 
the contents of this despatch excited 
interest among the Oouscervatlvo 
members of the house, they had de- 
served to obtain further particulars, 
and he held in his hand a telegram 
sent by Mr. Borden in answer to a 
despatch from the hon. tlie attorney- 
general requesting further information 
In reference to this matter. This tele- 
gram vread as follows:

"The. minister submits that In the 
interest of the Dominion of Canada, 
there should be a proviso in the treaty 
of Groat Britain with Japan similar 
to that contained in the treaty be- 
tween that country and the [Jnlted 
States .and he recommends that when 
the-aahSsion of Canada is being given 
to -the 'treaty, an express stipulation 
of this kind should be made and that 
some further dennltion should be re- 
quired of the term 'laborer" so that 
it will dellnitely include artisans." 

Japan agreed except as to artisans 
in February, 189(i, and as to artisans 
in October 189^, .Present government 
then refused to. accede on account Of 
British preference and favored riatloft 
clause."

Result of Change 

He wished to draw the especial at- 
tention of the house to tlie fact, that 
HI isnij, the government that was In 
power at Ottawa was a Conservative 
administration. (Hear- hear). 

Now it must be remembered that be- 
tween the time when ihe:?e negotia- 
tions were commenced, and the time 
When the proposition was refused, an 
Important change had taken olaco at 
Ottawa; us the Liberals had como Into 
power. And It was after this event 
had occurred that this proposition was 
definitely turned down. 

in order that this subject, as it was 
presented: at that time, might be thor- 
oU^htiy understood, he wished to make 
this . obServ'atidn^^.fhd.tv Jai>ah v^eemed. 
prloi:'. trt 1894, ' to Hav6 deterrtilned up6n 
a policy of oominerdlil and industrial 
aggrressiveness, ■ and In pursuance of 
that' policy, the government "of that 
country endeavored to conclude com- 
mercial treaties with many of the 
powers of tho world. Now It was in 
August of the year 1S94, that the 
agreement which had been entered 
into between Japan and Great Britain 
was ratilicd; v/hile in December of the 
same year, tho agreement", which had 
been made between Japan and the 
United States came into force. 

He had a copy of tho treaty between 
.Japan and tho United States, wiilch 
was almost a verbatim tran-?cript of 
tho treaty between Great Britain and 
Japan, save In the important particu- 
lar to which reference had been mado 
in tho telegram, that he had read to 
the house. 

In Conservative Agreement 

The following Is contained in the 
American treaty and was contained 
In the treaty originally submitted to 
the Conservative government in 1895, 
but docs not appear in Article three of 
the treaty ratllled by the Ottawa gov- 
ernment: 

"It is, however, understood that the 
stipulations contained in this and tho 
preceding arficlo do not in any way 
affect tho laws, ordinances and regula- 
tions with regard to trades, tho im- 
migration of laborers, police and public 
security which are In force or may 
hereafter be enacted in either of the 
two countries.'.' 

. Insisted on This Clause 

It appeared that in 1890 w-heu this 
■matter was before the Conservative 
government then in power at Ottawa, 
they refu.sed to have anything to do 
with the conclu.'5ion of an agreement 
with Japan unless tho important clause 
which foi'med part in the United States 
treaty -tt^as made part of a Canadian 
treaty; and further. In anticipation of 
a more exteri-'slve hnmigration of la- 
borers and others from Oriental coun- 
tries, it was urged that this clause 
should apply to artisans as well as, ho 
presumed, to mechanics from the 
Orient. (Hear, hear.) Now thi.s was 
vn: position whleli was taken at that 
time by tho Conservative government 
of the day. (Hear, hear.) But today 
what did they find? Why thoy found 
that In January, 1907, some twelve 
years afterwards, the treaty between 
Canada and Japan was ratified through 
the passage of legislation In tho House 
of Commons nt Ottawa. And although 
this minute in council was at that 
moment In the archives at Ottawa, no 
referonco whatever was made to it, 
and the suggestion contained in it 
was not even, so far as they were 
aware, considor(!d by the present ad- 
ministration at Ottawa. (Hour, hear.) 
. Certain Colonies Exempted 

The hon. the attorney-general had 
the other day given .to the house a 
list of the colonies of Great Britain, 
which were specially exempted from 
the provisions of the treaty with 
Japan, India, Newfoundland, Cape 
Colony, Natal, New South Wales, New 
Zealand and the various states in .'the 
Commonwealth of Australia. And he 
submitted that if tho position talcen by 
the authorities at Ottawa that tho 
passage of this Natal act could not 
be permitted to become effective on 
account of imperial reasons, was well 
taken, that objection also applied ;uid 
with equal force to the other British 
colonies, which had enacted Natal 
acts of th? most stringest character. 
(Hear, hear.) \ - ' 

And these colonies, It was of, Interest 
to stale, included all those he, had 
mentioned, with the exception of India, 
the Dominion of Canada .and New- 
foundland. (Hoar, hear.) And In view 
of the.se circumstances, it certainly 
."eomed to him that some better reason 
should be given by tho apologists for 
the DIberal government at Ottawa, 
than the somewhat ovor-nsod and 
stale excuse that the Dominion g.jv- 
ernment was absolutely comiielled, 
through Imiierlal reason.-^, to Interfere 
and jn-pvent this legislation having the 
force of law. (Hear, hear.) 

Imperial Considerations. 

And this was particularly the case 
In view of the fact that the only sug- 
gestion which had Come from the col- 
onial oflloe in Bngland to the govoi n- 
ment at Ottawa, was the suggestion 
which v/as communicated in the de- 
apatch received frorii tlie Riglit Hon. 
Jo,-3eph Chamberlain, when he advised 
the federal administration to proceed 
in the treatment of this question 
along the lines of tho Natal act. (Hear, 
hear) — for it was clear that no de- 
spatch had since that time been sent 
to the governmenl; at Ottawa In rela- 
tion to this mattor; while recont de- 
velopments had certainly boon of such 
a nature as to justify the treatment 
through legislation of this cla;3s ot Im- 
migration In the most stringent -ivay. 
(Hear, hw.) , 



Why Treaty Was Ratified. 

It how became pertinent to examine 
the reasons, if any existed, why, after 
a lapse of twelve years, this treaty 
between Oanad and Japan hud been 
ratified by the government at Ottawa 
without taking into proper considera- 
tion either tlie interests of the people 
of this, province, or tho -imEgestion that 
had come from the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain. ^ (Hoar, hoar.) 

And It did certainly seem to be 
highly probable in tlie circumstances 
that the demand for cheap labor on the 
part In particular ot a great indus- 
trial enterprise had something to do 
with this ratification, (Hear, hear). 
The present contract between the 
Grand Trunk Pacltlc railway company 
and the government of Canada was 
entered Into In 190'1. He did not make 
a specific charge, but it certainly was 
a peculiar circumstance that Immedi- 
ately afterwards the matter of Con-" 
eluding a treaty with Japan was_,;a<3-; 
tlvelv taken iqi by 'the, authbrltlea.-.at; 
Ottawa. Then in 1906 it iSaiiie' .titf ,'for 
ratification; while it was in 19D'J,f;andi 
in the month, oC January* he believed, 
that this - i'atifi(5atidh-' '*w8L3 ' deflfiitely 
concluded , by; the passage.;.,o.f thp,,-ne-, 
cess'ary legislation throiigh '.theTiouse' 
of commons. And here thgy could, and 
very reasonably, Ulscover %riother rea- 
son for the assumption that the rati- 
fication ot-tliii*! treaty, had some real 
connection: .with the .construction of 
the road, ■ tH6' G;T.F. (He^r, hear). ' 
J? lfar.,'thls stsp' m<*lit 'W«ll have been 
takiTn' Wy this D6«llnfdn gti-w'ernment for 
the express purpose of tying the hands 
of this Ifglslature upon this question 
In the future and beyond question It 
had been suggested that the hands of 
the government as well aa of the people 
of tliis province, were now tied in re- 
speet to the passage of legislation, hav- 
ing as it.s object the stoppage of this 
class of immigration. (Hear, hear). 
Wlietlier this were the case or not he 
thought It a fair inference from the 
facts that had coine to their know- 
ledge that the Dlberal government at 
Ottawa, which had so closely at heart 
the interests of this great corporation 
— the G.T.P. — had entered into- this ar- 
rangement with Japan for that very 
reason. (Hear, hear).

"if he does not swing around too 
quickly," remarked the member for 
Fernic, "1 will read some of his ut- 
terances which were given during the 
happy procedlngs of the Liberal con- 
vention In -Vancouver last fall, of 
wjilch body the hon. member for Delta 
had the honor to be president, (laugh- 
ter):, . 

"The time of holding the conference 
was opportune. There was trouble in 
Chinatown recently and amongst the 
Japanese, and while We may refer with 
regret to What occurred- there and I 
have no doubt that regret is "ttlt by 
9 ) per cent of' the people of 'V'anbou-ver 
Just as keenly.

in the United States last year 5,000 • 
persons were killed and 70,286 Injured 1 
in railway aocidQnts,; most pf which 
could have been prevented If the rules j 
governing the running of railways had 
been observed. Mr. ,r. O. l'\igan, a 
railw;iy signalman, has written to the 
Atlantic Monthly to say that most ol! 
the rules governing the running of 
trains are regarded as permissive . and 
not as obligatory. This laxity of ob- 
servance of rules and the substitution 
of hidlvidual jiulgmenl Is a ,'oo char- 
acteristic feature annmg tlio United 
Statosi^„ftnd It Is not confined to rail- 
ways aIoh«!. Take two conspicuous II- 
lustrfitibnfl from;>the sea, the ipss of 
the ■Valencia aHi 'that of the Dakota. 
There was no excuse whatever for the 
laltiT .slilp being wliere she was, when 
she struck the reef. Her master knew i 
she was ;.In , the wrong place, but he 
took chances and lost his ship. The 
ni.'ister of the Valencia linew that ho 
had no right to attempt to outer the 
Strait on a thick iiigiit without first 
ascertaining his position; hut ho took 
chances and paid with his own life and 
with th<! lives of .scores of others for 
his folly.

The proposal that there shall be 
adult suffrage in municipalities will 
hardly prevail for the present at least. 
What it means Is that every person 
above the age of twenty-one years, 
whether male or female, or whether he 
or she contributes anything whatever 
to the rovemii- of a municipality, .shall 
be allowed to have a vote for mayor 
and aldermen. "We suppose there Is no 
valid rea.son why a woman should not 
be just as able to form as good an 
opinion as a man as to what a city needs, 
but wo have a great deal of doubt 
whether any considerable number of 
women %yould' take the trouble to do so 
If the majorlty"pf^;\vomen should, ex- 
pi-ess a desire to'^e placed uporl the 
sanid footing as men In regard to 
municipal suffrage, wo do not .see ho\V 
such a request could very well be de^ 
nied, but there has not as Vet "been any 
such request. Women know pretty 
well what they want, and are not as a 
rule backward In asking for It. IC we 
are going to allow all women, to vote 
simply because they are twenty-one 
years of age, no matter whether they 
contribute anything to the municipal 
revenue or not, we can hardly derfy the 
same privilege to men. It would logic- 
ally follow that the right to vote would 
cease to depend in any degree upon the 
payment of taxes ■ and that the voters 
list would simply be a roll of all adult 
persons in the city, for It would be 
inequitable to say that one, man could 
not vote because he had not paid his 
taxes, but another could beiiaUBe ho did 
not have to pay any taxes. . 

We have never been able to tinder- 
stand the great antipathy In this pro- 
vince to the Idea of a polNtax, for 
municipal purposes. There are prov- 
inces in which a poll-tax Is paid and 
no one objects tp it. In sucli places the 
poll-tax payer has as much vpice in 
regard to money by-laws as the rate- 
payer upon property. We aro not ar- 
guing for a poll-tax, for to do so would 
be absolutely useless. The people do 
not want It, and there's anend of it, 
but the Idea that every person who ha.s 
voice in the control of the affairs of 
municipality should contribute some 
tiling towards its revenue is sound. It 
Ijlaces all men upon an equal footing. 
It does away with the supposed 
reater Interest which the temporary 
holders of real estate are alleged to 
have In the public welfare. The term 
"poll-tax" has an unpopular sound, but 
chiefly because it is looked upon as an 
arbitrary tax to be paid ~wlthout any 
regard to benefits conferred. In the 
Province of New Brunswick a certain 
proposition of the municipal revenue 
has been derived from a poll-tax for 
more than a hundred years, and though 
there have been complaints that in 
some localities, owing to the imposi- 
tion of special poll-taxes, the amount 
is higher than the workirigmdn without 
property ought to pay, as a rule the 
tax is nol at all unpopular, and under 
its operation all men stand alike in re- 
spect to all phases of municipal gov- 
ernment. Wc mention this matter, not 
to urge that it .shall be taken up In 
British Columbia, but simply that, 
while ijeople are discussing municipiU 
al'l'air.s, they may iiave a little Infor- 
mation as tjo the rule adopted else- 
where.

Edmund (Josse tells -us that he re- 
cently had .o.ccasion ):0i feel "glad, that 
Mr. Matth'e-vv .Arijold 'Vas no longer 
with us." It -\\'a3 *aftef-' reading the 
'-'airy dictum" of i"a. very clever and 
very popular literary|,charabter.of our 
day" that "Wordsvvo^K's 'was a gen- 
teel mind of the 't'hfrd rank." This 
would have ■ caused (-.too much pain: to 
Hie noted critic, though- Mr. Gosse ad,-' 
mits Uiat "the evolutions of taste must 
go oh, whether they hurt tho living 
and dead, or no." The curious history 
of lluctuations in the iUipreciatioa of 
Word.sworth and of the recently de- 
ceased French poet -Sully-Prudhomme 
leads JIi-. Gosse to rellect iu the Con- 
teiliporary Review, on the differences 
of taste in generations and tho appar- 
ent hopelessness of our ever arriving 
at ultimate standards. . He asks: — 
\ "Is there, then, no such thing as a 
permanent element of poetic beauty'.' 
The curlou.s fact is that leading critics 
in each succes.sivo generation are unit- 
ed in believing- that there is, and tliat 
tho reli;ning favorite conforms to It. 
Tlie UCo of a reputation Is like the life 
of a plant, and seems in these days to 
bo like tlie life of an animal. ^V'e 
v.-Rtch the seed, Wordsworth, pLantcd 
a.bout 171)5, .-jhoot obscurely from tho 
ground, and gradually clothe Itself 
v.-ith leaves till about 1840 ; then it 
bursts into blossom of rapturous 
praise, and about 1870 Is hung witli 
clusters of tho fruit of 'permanent' ap- 
preciation. In 1907, little ino»e' tlian a 
century from its first evolution In ob- 
scurity, It recedes again into the rag - 
gednesB of oblpfluy;. .and cumbers the 
earth, as poor .,bla""geritebl' Words- 
worth, whom nobody ''reads. But why 
were the best Judges scornful in 1807 
and again in 1907 of what gave the 
noblest and the most Inspiriting pleas- 
ure to 'the best judges' in 1857 '.' Tho 
execution of the ver.se had not altered, 
the conditions of imagination seem the 
same, why then is the estimate always 
changing ? Is every form of poetic 
taste, in all trained enjoyment of poe- 
try, merely a gradual illu.slon that goes 
up and down like a wave of the sea 
and carrh^.s 'the best judKe.s' with It 
If not, wlio is right, and who is ^\•rong, 
and what is the use of dogmatising '.' 
Let us unite to quit all vain ambition, 
and prefer the jangle of the music 
halls, with its direct 'esthetic thrill'." 

In conclusion, Mr. Gos.se snatches 
thi.-i comforting reflection: — "It must 
be .-ulmllted that there .seeni.s to bo no 1 
fixed rulu of taste, not even a imifor- | 
mity of practice or general tendency 
to agreement in particular cases. But 
the whole study of the fine ;irts would 
lead to desiiair If we allowed ourselves 
to accept this adinissicni as hnplying j 
that no concelviililc principle of taste [ 
exists. W'e may not be able to pro- 
duce it, like a yard-measure, and sub- ! 
mit .works of imagination to it, once 
and for all,' in the eyes of a constern- 
ated public, .But when we observe, as 
we must allowj - that art fs no better 
at one age than at. ahbther, but only 
different; th'at If is' subjebt to modifi- 
cation,- but - certainly not to ^evelop- 
niont; may we not .safely accept this 
stationary auality as a jn-oof that 
there does exist, out td' sL^Tlit, unat- 
tainable, a positive form of poetic 
lieauty',' AVe cannot define it, but in 
each generation nil excelleneo imist Lie 
Ihc result nj' ,a relation to It. It Is the 
moon, lieavil.v wrapt up in clouds, and 
Impossible exactly to locate, yet re- 
veulcd by the light It throws on dis- 
tant portions of tho sky. At all events. 
It niipears to me lli.-tt this Is the only 
Iheory liy which wo can justify a coii- 
tiniiPil Intei-est In jKictrv- when it is at- 
tacked, now on one side, now on ou- 
other, by tho vicissitudes of fashion."

"Kumar originally rented tho house 
at tlie baci; of my storo from me and 
paid a month's ront in advance. At 
tho end of the month he said he was 
going elsewhere, but that he had ar 
ranged for some Silkh friends of his 
to take tho place and tliat he would 
collect the rent and give it to me. 

"When Kumar left and tlio otlier 
men came in, I did not bother about 
the rent for a day or so, but as it 
v,'as not paid I went to see the Sillvhs 
r.i^out it. They told me they had paid 
Ivumar, and as that litted In with the 
arrangement Kumar said he laad made, 
it was up to me to collect the rent from 
liim, Acco.rdingly, I went to his house 
at tho end of Johnson street, but was 
told lie was In Vancouver. A day or 
two later I got a letter from him in 
Vancouver saylug he woul^ pay tho 
rent when he returned. A few flaya 
after that I got another letter saying 
that he was Uabk but was too ill to go 
to the hank to get the money, and had 
to go to tho hospital the next day, 
but would send it when he got out. 
I was up town the next day, tho day 
when ho said he was going to the 
hospital, and I saw ICumar on the 
street talking to someone and appar- 
ently in good health. Finaly he camo 
in and paid the money after having 
had the use of it for two weeks. The 
Sikhs now pay me themselves. They 
are always prompt and there is no 
trouble. 

"After all this Kumar canio to mo 
£^bout a week ago and told me I must 
turn tho men out of my house. I ask- 
ed why. Ho said they were bad men, 
and not safe to have around, and also 
wore drunken. When that would not 
work, ho threatened me with the po- 
lice. He said that I was allowed to 
have only six men In bouse, that 
there were a dozen and that he would 
he round on Monday with the sanitary 
inspector and the police and have them 
turned out. At that I' told. Kumar 
what I thought of him. It is needless 
to say that tho sanitary inspector 
and the police did not ',3how up. And 
I may say here tliat there have never 
been more than si.x men in the house 
and generally not more than four. 

"I understand that Kumar has his 
knife in these men, but I should like 
to say that I have found them sober, 
respectable, hardworkhig men. They 
never make any noise, they are quieter 
than Kumar and his friends were, 
they mind their own business and they 
keep the place as clean .as .a.,;ji.e\Y,,pln. 
I did' not expect this of them, -.hut 
they do." " ■ ' 
• In proof of the truth of thiss last 
statement, I\Ir. Stevens took the '(Jol- 
onist reporter to the house, which 
was Just as ho described. The place 
could not have been cleaner and tho 
floor showed signs of having been 
regularly khd recently scrubbed. 

Mr. Stevens tenants arfe Mends of 
tho men wbo-are suing Kumar for the 
return of nWety dollars rent money, 
which they, claim they paid him. 
Magistrate Jay gave Kumar the bene- 
fit of the doubt Ip the small debts 
court, but the case Is being appealed.

ROSS RIFLE AFFAIR 
BEFDjlE^OMMITTEE 

inspector Pym Tells of His Re- 
lations With the Rifle 
Connpany 



Ottawa, Jan. 2D. — inquiry into tlio 
payment of accounts of the Ross Rifle 
company, was resumed by the public 
accounts committee this morning. 
Major Pym, inspector of small arms, 
who has been employed in tlie inspec- 
tion of. the Ross rilies manufactured 
for tho department of militia, was call- 
ed. He denied absolutely that he had 
any feelings against the Ross Riilo 
company, his endeavor at all times be 
ing to treat the company fairly. 

Ho had declined to sign certificato.s 
for the advance payment to tho com 
puny of 1.^ per cent, of the cost of the 
rlllos because ho coulii not toll accur- 
ately what the labor and material em- 
ployed In the manufacture of the Ros.s 
rides had cost. He declared that no 
part of tho Ross ride was made en- 
tirely in Canada, but it was only fair 
to say that even the British govern- 
ment had to import .«omo of Us ma- 
terial. He had spent a number of years 
at the Lee-Knileld rille factory In 
England, but would not express any 
positive opinion as to the relative mer- 
its of the Lee-Enll'eld and Ross rlllos. 
lie had never been asked by the minis- 
ter or any one else to gi\-c ills word 
of lionor that ho would not reveal an.v 
secrets of the factorj'. 

Reference was made to tlie visit to 
Canada of Capt. Colqulioun and .an- 
other representative of tlic jVustralian 
government, who wore dfjsirous of 
learning all they could as to tho ma- 
chinery necessary for tho establlsli- 
ment of a rifle factory in Australia. 

W. Nosbitt, K.C;., for the Ross Rifle 
company, thou quoted a letter written 
to Colquhoun by Ma.jor I^ym, in 
whicli ho gave a list of the machines, 
ct('., required. The letter recommended 
Colquhoun to apply to the Royal -Small 
Arms company, of England, and jiro- 
ceded: "You want desirable firms 
rather than cheap people who are only 
e.xperimenting." Pym also referreil 
Colqulioun to the Lce-Enfleld people, 
and advised him not to bind himself to 
the acceptance of the lowest tender. 

In reply to a question by ivir. Nesbitt 
as to whether he was justillod in giv- 
ing out information gained in tho Ro.s.s 
rille factory Mayor Pym said his letter 
contained no socrets, but was based nn 
Itnowledge gainod of the rilln business 
tlirough connection with thn govern- 
ment factory In England. Ho denied 
flatly liavlng repeated any inside in- 
formation to these gentlemen. 

In reply to Mr. Nesbitt Ma lor Pym 
said hia rcforoncQ in the letter to 
cheap people" applied to firms in Eng- 
land. Ho also said lie was not aWarc 
tli;it the Ros.s Rifle company wns the 
lowest tenderer for tlio manufacture of 
sniall arms for tho Australian govorn- 
inent.

ICwangsu. The date. ,9^. the Chlaose 
New Year changes, b'mri|r'aif'ranged by 
tho astronomical burda'U' !at' Peking. 
Chinatown wUl lvlth the' openlnig 'saivo 
take oh Its holiday gStb.v a:ha work 
will bo forgotten 'for sonie days, per- 
haps a week; If the financial conditions 
ill tho quarter^are good. With their 
richest clothing, long gowns of purple, 
green, yellow and, in fact, all the col- 
ors and hues of the rainbow, the holi- 
day-makers will go from door to door, 
carrying their big red visiting cards 
to wish each other the compliments of 
the season. On these cards will be 
"Kung e fa chov," or otliers to thai ef- 
fect.

In 
Chinese cities the streets are usually 
filled with hucksters before the holi- 
day, pawnshops are busy and many an 
art treasure is on sale so that tho 
owners may get in money for the nec- 
essary settlements. 

Another matter of anxiety on the 
eve of the New Year ,is wJietlier Hie 
Chlneso lilies bloom. For weeks he- 
fore the holiday presents have been 
mado of lHy IrUlbs, and lliese have 
been carefully propjied lu bowls 
among the pebbles, and well-watered. 

the lily does not bloom before the 
New Year, it is considered a sign of 
evil. If there is a double bloom the 
gods of wind and water are considered 
csiieeially good to the owners, and 
siclvness must remain away from tliat 
household during the .year. 

The season Is one for general cele- 
bration, being, in fact, China's greatest 
popular holiday, in China, especially 
in the balmy south, the flower boats 
of tlie riverways take on all their dec 
oration, tlie bollowercd, glided and 
mirrored re.staurants take on their 
gaj-est ^lppearanco, and the "sing 
song" girls jiut on their most gorgeous 
aliiparol. Visits are made to the tem- 
ples, tho ollicial class repairing early 
in the New Year to the temple desig- 
nated as that of tlie Emperor to kotow 
to the gods. The time is al^o consid- 
ered appi-oprlato for ancestor worship, 
and mahy a Chinese family goes on an 
fixcurslop to the family graves, there 
to propitiate the dead,, after which they 
go liome to feast. 

Tho Stores and wayside peddlers' 
stalls In tho local Chinatown are al 
ready busy. Vendors; stand at tho 
roadside with chickens crowded in 
wicker baskets, offering them to all 
who pas.s. . TliQ grocer sells lychcc 
nuts, ginger, sweet meats, and all the 
other dainties of the season.. The shoe 
dealer aells now shoes, and everyone. is 
busy in prepai'ation for the big time 
to come.

Chief Justice Hunter yesterday 
lianded down his reserved judgment in 
the case of the Anglo-American Lum- 
ber company vs. McLellan,- In which 
it appears that llie defendant purchas- 
ed 50 shares in the plaintiff company, 
giving his nolo for $5,000 therefor, 
payable ten days after date, signing 
at tho same time an application for 
the shares. There was some evidence 
of an arrangement between the de- 
fendant and the president of the com- 
pany that the defendant was to be 
employed as foreman by the company, 
and that if lie proved unable to per- 
form the work, the president Would 
take back the shares and refund the 
money. Ap&arently there was no for- 
mal allotment of thp shares by tlie 
company, beyond a resolution empow- 
ering the president to dispose of the 
shares, but the president placed the 
shares and the note Ih escrow In the 
bank, the shares to be delivered up on 
payment .of the note, , J. A. .Russell 
appeased tor the plaintiff and Mr. 
Oraig. for tlia defendant, 

Tho full- text of the Judgment fol- 
lows: 

This Is a|> action on a promissory 
notd for. $5,000, dated. May ,X7, iflOT, 
made by the deferidant'to.the order of 
the plaintiffs, payable ten days after 
date .at their -oaice, yancouvor. The 
defendant says, that he notified the 
pr<fflident o£ the company before its 
due iJato tliat it would not bo paid. 

It Is common ground that the note 
was signed and given in payment for 
fifty shares of stock in the company, 
and an application for said shares was 
signed by the defendant contemporan- 
eously with tho giving of tlic iioti>. 

It Is also not in dispute that tho 
note was placed In tho company's bank 
with fifty shares deposited in escrow 
and to bo delivered on payment of 
tho lioi:o to tho defendant; nor wa.s 
there any notice of allotment. 

The plaintiffs allege that tho de- 
fendant after topection of iv balance 
sheet making Inquiries, purchased the 
shares as an Investment, and that there 
was also an arrangement whereby the 
defendant was to enter the employ of 
the company as yard foreman at .$100 
per month. Tho defendant alleges that 
his application to take tlie shares was 
contingent on his rcniaining In the 
employment, and that if he found ho 
wa.s not equal to t)io' work lie could 
glvo it up, and that tho president, with 
whom tlie ncgotiation.s all took place, 
would take tho shiiros ov(;r from him 
and refund tho monies. There docs not 
appear to have been any formal al- 
lotment of tho shares by tho directors, 
but according to the evidence tho 
president was einpowerod by a resolu- 
tion to cHspose of tho sliaros, and I 
SCO no reason to ,sui>poso that tho;

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shares were not validly issued, nor in 
fact is any such defence raised In tho 
pleadings. There was, however, the 
defence raised In the pleadings that 
tlio defendant was Induced to give the 
note by the misrepresentations of the 
president of the company, but this 
defenco has not been substantiated. 
. Now, had there been nothing more 
in the case than the receipt of the 
note on tho one hand, and on the other 
hand delivery to the defendant of the 
sh.ares or a notice of allotment, I ap- 
prehend there would be no doubt that 
so far as concerned the company the 
defendant would not have been in a 
position to recede, and would Jiave 
been liable on the note, and if he 
had any action at all it would have 
been against the president. In other 
words, the sale would have been com- 
nlete a.= tho application, so called, 
would in reality have been merely the 
formal acceptance of an offer by the 
company through the president to sell 
tho shares, and no notice of allotment 
would have been necessary. 

But it may bo said that tho com- 
pany saw fit to attach conditions 
which It is not shown were assented 
to by tho defendant. Tho note was 
payable at their office, and the de- 
fendant was told tho shares would be 
allotted immediately. But the note 
was put in the bank with the shares 
which wore to be delivered to tho de- 
fendant only on payment without tho 
knowledge or assent of the defendant. 
How then Is it open to tho company 
to say that the. defendant who had got 
nothing for his promise to pay cannot 
withdraw from tlie transaction, he 
having neither received the ."shares or 
any notice of allotment? .Suppose the 
defendant had beoomo bankrupt be- 
fore the maturity of the note, and that 
tho company had not yet delivered the 
shares, or sent notice of allotment, 
would not the company have claimed 
to have had a right to return tlie notu 
and to decline to complete the transac- 
tion? Then If the company could have 
withdrawn, why should not the de- 
fendant be in tlie same position? AVliy 
should not the act of the company in 
putting tho note in tho bank and tho 
.iliarcs in escrow preclude it from al- 
leging that the sale became complete 
and irrevocable on delivery of tho 
note? 

I think the answer to all this is tliat 
it is not an uncommon occurrence for 
both parties to a transaction to be 
under an erroneous opinion a.=; to their 
legal position, and to believe that thoy 
are in one relation to each other while 
in point of law tliey are in fjiiite a 
different relation. 

Here, I think that upon the signing 
of the application, so-called, n.nd tho 
delivery of tho note the defendant bo- 
came oolnstantl the owner of the fifty 
shares, and that no notice of allotmenJ 
was necessary as the president had 
full power to roll tho shares and the 
numbers' of the certificates would of 
course bo immaterial. AVhat tho de- 
fendant bought and at that moment 
acquired was fifty invisible clioses in 
action called shares in this company! 
Ho could, I apprehend, have forthwith 
validly assigned them to anyone else, 
or if tho articles of association ro- 
ciiiired a valid assignment to be made 
by endorsing, the certificates, have at 



any rate immediately validly bound 
himself to effectually transfer them, 
when the certificates issued; in other 
words, he liad the' complete jus dis— 
ponendi the moment ho delivered the; 
note and could at any time have forced' 
the company to deliver tho certificates 
and the latter's only remedy would 
have been recovery on the note. How 
then can it make any difference that, 
the president of the company with or 
without the authority either of the 
company but without the assent of the' 
defendant, undertook to 'deal 'with the' 
certificates by putting them in es-t 
crow ? 

If tho defendant was damnified i>y 
tho act of tho president in so dealing' 
with tho defendant's property, his 
claim would bo against the president, 
or the company as tho case might be; 
but how can- such action, even if as-- 
sented to or authorized by the com- 
pany bo a good ground for the de-- 
fondant refusing to pay the note when' 
the shares had in law become hia 
property. 

I think there should be judgment 
for the plaintiffs with costs, . but; 
whether or not it should be on con-' 
ditlon of the delivei-y of tlio certifi-.; 
catcs is a matter on which I prefer to,' 
hear counsel before coming to a do-' 
clsion.

It is nothing uf 
the sort, however, .for It ha.s its dis- 
tinguished origin in the Orient. "Wlien 
.several months ago," .say.s a writer in 
"La Nature," "children in the public 
parlfo were seen .spinning a^little boh- 
iiin in the air no one imagined that we 
were witnessing the beginning of a 
fashion .soon to Ix'conie a. cra/.e. . . . 
In Parisian society there arise fashions 
that last for a .^ason and then die 
out, sometimes to be revived years la- 
tor, ob(!yiiig some niysteriou.s cyclic 
law. However thie may be, that of 
"diabolo,"' which la one of these re- 
vivals, has lasted a long time, and Is 

. possibly near ■ enou^Ii to its end to 
liiake a. 'brief note of its history inter- 
esting." "* 
• In the sixteenth century the toy of 
the French people was the cup and 
ball. Henri III. was devoted, to this 
araiusement, and used to- carry about a 

; cup and ball in the, streets. ' In the 
ctighteenth century Jumping-jacks be- 
came popular, and even women of 
f.ashion became devoted to these ac- 
tive dolls. A toy called the "emi- 
grant." consisting of a couple of disks 
of wood or ivory, supposed to repre- 
sent the return of tlie emigres, came 
iiito fashion at the beginning of the 
last century. This gave place' to a

bat, meet, advance, leap back, and fin- 
ally fall, when their energy is ex- 
hau.«ted. It sometimes occurs that one 
'devil,' either because it is made ■ ol' 
heavier or more compact wood, or was 
launched l)y a more vigorous hand 
knocks the other back to the end of 
the. room." 

It seems that a missionary Inti'o- 
duce<l DiaI)Olo into i'"!'once from China. 
At tlio commeticement of the nine- 
teenth century there were numerou.s 
caricatures of people playing diabolo. 
Some of these, for the most part sa- 
tirical, have been publislied with de- 
lightful color plates by tlie "Bon Ton." 
"We v/ish," concludes the u-riter in 
"La Nature," ";i long and happy life 
to this revival of the 'devil,' but with 
our inconstant tastes, it Is greatly to 
be feared tliat it may lie supplanted b.v 
sime other novelty and obliged to hide 
itself until difcovered a third time by 
some bold seeker after amusement."

"So there- is no Inscruptable mystery 
about the women who earn their own 
living. They- love their homes and 
families, and they serve and sacrifice 
for them, as women always have done.

In the province of Saskatchewan, 
there is a iQ.rget and . influentia^r body 
of ^vhose members a:re pledged; to the 
promotion of. social and moral' re- 
form. Of this council, Bishop ' Newn- 
ham is president .arid it has its head- 
quarters at Regina. Its object is the 
promotion of educational, legislative 
or administrative action of such social 
and moral reforms as are approved by 
a two-thirds vote of tho council pres- 
ent at any regularly called meeting. 

One of the objects that this coun- 
cil has set before it is the abolition 
of the bar.

Free and sane discussion 
on this .subject' can scarcely fail of 
having a good effect. The world has 
need of every agency for good and it 
is a hopeful sign of tho times when 
men and women forget the divisions 
of class and creed and combine for the 
uplifting of their fi-iioWs. 

Ot all occupations, in wliich men 
engage, none is looked upon with more 
dislike or suspicion than that of tho 
usurer. The roliber who steals our 
plate or picka our pockets is despis(\d 
and must bo imnished, but is rarcl.v 
hated. But ho who takes advantage 
of our necessities to' wrinir from us 
the price of om' children's bread or 
tho house which shcltei's them has 
been from the earliest times an ob- 
ject of detestation. Nor is the feeling 
aganst these human leeches any the 
less sti'ong that their victims, have 
themselves to blame for the folly 
which placed them in a position to 
be robbed by them. 

Money, like any other property, has 
its market value and laws have lieen 
made which are intended to protect 
the borrower from the cnpidit.v of 
the lender. But when both jiarties 
combine to evade the law It is hard to 
discover and punish crime. 

It has been reported that in I^on- 
don, numbers of unprincliiled women 
take advantage of tlie neces.slty of 
others of tlioir sex to wring from the 
poorest working women their hard 
earned wages.

Such a debtor Is, 
for the time liehig, deaf to tb.e voice 
of reason, and It is for his benefit that 
laws relating to usury arc made.

TRIED ^CIPES 

Cauliflower Potpie 

A cauliflower cooked in tho follow- 
ing inanner will bo found oxcellont: 

Tie the cauliflower in a cloth which 
has been previously dredged with 
flour to previ.'nt discoloration and put 
in boiling salted water. When cooked 
separate it itito branches and mix 
through drawn biittez'. 

Have ready pio crust made of pufC 
paste, pour the cauliflower into this, 
put on a top crust and brown in a. hot 
oven. If the oven is .cool tlic puff paste 
Win not bake properly. 
Two vegetables are sufficient for asc 
occasions. 

Potatoes in tho form of croquettes Is 
one of the prettiest ways of serving 
them. 

Potato Croquettes 

For these, take- one . and a, , half 
pounds of white potatoes ^passed 
througli a colander, throe ounces of 
cracker or breadcrumb^,- two ounbes of 
butter, half gill of crearn, two ■ tea- 
spoonfuls of salt, a seasoning' of nut- 
meg and one beaten egg, mix all well 
cayenne pepper. 

Mix the butter and potatoes while 
warm; use the cream to help pass the 
jjotatoes through tiie colander; add the 
salt, also pepper, a sea.soning of nut- 
meg an done beaten egg, mix all well 
together; form into croquettes. 

Beat an egg on a plate; roll thoin 
first in tho egg, then in the crumbs; 
place them in a frying basket and 
plunge into hot lard. 

When browned lay - them In a -nap- 
kin. 

The lard should bo boiling and suf- 
ficient to cover the croquettes, or they 
v;ill not brown properly. 

A light salad should follow the -meat 
course, then tho dessert, • Ices and 
cake, and, lastly, coffee and bonbons. 

Coffee Fudge 
Boll together two cupfuls of granu- 
lated sugar and one cupful of-strong 
coffee. Add either' one teaapoontul of 
buftpr or . one tablespoonful,' of.^rich 
cioam. Boil until la spoonful of - the 
candy stiffens when beaten. .Then 
take from the fire, beat hard with a 
big spoon until tho candy begins to 
grow stiff, quickly beat in one cupful 
o". broken shellbark or pecan hut 
meats, and pour out Into a buttered tin. 
This is an extremely toothsome candy 
and not well known. 

Old- Fashioned Head Cheese 
This recipe for flld-fashloned liead- 
choese is given by Rural New Yorker; 
(Jlean the ears, tongue, and feet ot a 
full-grown pig; cover with cold wa- 
ter, slightly salted, and boil until the 
flesh will tall friJm the bones. Strip it 
off; chop with tho skinned tongue; 
season with salt, pepper, sage, sweet 
niarjorain, a little jiowdered cloves, 
and half a cup of vinegar. When the 
seasoning is thoroughly incorporated 
with tho meat and the sea.soning is 
])i(iuant and to your taste, pack 
liard in molds and bowls. This .ihould 
bo done while the moat is still warm. 
Wet plates and lay on tho surface of 
each mold of tho mixture, and set 
away in a cool place to form. It will 
be solid in 21 hours.- It was the old- 
fashioned practice to turn the head- 
cheese out of the mold, jnit several of 
tlie "cheeses" into a large crock, and 
pour cold vinegar over them; in this 
way tlioy would keej) for several 
weeks. Wiien used the mold was taken 
from the vinegar, the vinegar wiped 
off and the rougher outside scraped 
off. If need be. We have never kept 
headcheese in this way, but imagine it 
would be a convenience where a large 
quantity was made' up at one 'time. 

Perfection Sponge Cake 

Beat tlic whites of four eggs to a 
stiff froth, tlion beat mto them half a 
cupful of fine granulated sugar. Beat 
the yolks until tlilck and yellow, then 
add half a cupful of sugar and beat 
the mixture for five minutes. Add to 
the yolks the juice and grated rind of 
a small lemon. Now beat the yolks 
.'Uid whites well together until the mix- 
ture looks like a big yellow puffball; 
then add tho flour, which .has been 
sifted tliree times, and deftly .fold It 
In, neither beating nor stirring violent- 
ly. A few under-ancl-over turns of 
the sjioon will Incorporate it suffl- 
clently. Turn the mixture into an un- 
grcased tubo-pan kept for sponge-cake 
only, sprinkle with granulated sugar 
and bake for twenty miflnutes.' 

Angel Food 
Break tho whites of eleven eggs into 
a bowl and beat to a stiff froth; add 
on(! and one-half cupfuls of su.gar 
sifiert with one teaspoonful of cream 
of tartar five times, and beat again; 
pour in one teaspoonful of vanilla and 
sift in one cupful of flour and lightly 
fold together. B.ake forty-five min- 
utes in a tube-pan. , Invert the pan 
and let the cake cool suspended from 
the bottom of tho pa.n. CoOl all sponge- 
cake in this manner. 

Plain Sponge Cake , - >: 
Beat the vollts and; whites ' of if our 
egg--. Kcparalelv: add 'One-', 'cupful of 
sugar to tlie yolks and beat "for flvo 
minu Les; add. the julce.joftaismflll lem- 
on and one-quarter cupful. of cold wat- 
er In which has 'ibeen'tdissolved one- 
half • teaspoonful' of baking soda. Fold 
in two -cupfuls of flour,:whloh has been 
sifted "three' times with one teaspoon- 
ful of creimr or tartar, and, lastly, 
lightly toss in the whites of tho eggs?; 
This is a, very- nice cake to serve warm' 
with ' ohoo61ato and la hont baked In 
sheets and broken in.stead of cut apart.

The court of investigation, consiKt- 
Infr of iMr. .lu.slico Miirtiu. Cin>t J- D- 
^V.■l^ren ami (.'apt. David Llewellyn 
Joni'H which enquired into the clrcinn- 
fitanees surrounilinjr tlio colli.siun of the 
Btoamors Tartar and Charmer off

Now, taking the facts to bo .as slat- 
ed, It is clear that wiiatever may In- 
said as to the duty of the Tartar bo- 
fore she entered the fog land it should 
lie noted that according to the decision 
of tiio court of admiralty in tlie Ber- 
nard hall (1902) 9 Asp, ,'J00, slie was, 
ill tile cireiiinKlances, liefore siio actu- 
ally entered it, already williiii the 
scope of Article llJ), there can he no 
doubt that .IK she was doing so and 
after slio had done so, lier duty v.'as to 
iiave stopiied tlie engines upon hearing 
the .signal of anolher vessid. tine on her 
poit bow, i.e., uearb' aliead of her, 
"the po.sition of wliicli was not ascer- 
tained." Tlierc was nothing in the 
circumstances which did not .admit of 
tliat iirc^caution being taken, riiul the 
nueertalnty ol' sounds in ;i fog has 
lieen rejieated remarked upon in 
tliese collision cases, and a.s the lord 
chancellor recently said In the Na- 
' worth Castle vs. the "Vaderland, Smith's 
Tjeadlng Casein on GollLslons Rogula? 
tlons (IflOT) 152, and In the house of 
lords oy. Nov. 25, 1907, (the Timos, Nov, 



27, 1907), "sounds fin. a 'fogj are i-notorl- 
ously unreliable.*?' See also. the'ireport 
of S'the . Trinity \Housp fog; signal; com- 
mittee In 1001 in Smith supra p.. 23G. 
In the la-st mentioned ■ case the lord 
chancellor also said: "The obje.ct of 
this rule is not to keep two slilps per- 
manently stationary in a. fog but to 
require them to stop and tlien to move 
only with great caution." 

According to the intent of said arti- 
cle the pilot of the Tartar was not 
justilied in the circumstances in go- 
ing ahead, relying on the accuracy of 
his location of the Cliarmer by means 
of said signals, nor upon liis assump- 
tion as to the course usually jiursued 
by her. Had he stopped after he en- 
tered the fog upon hearing the whistle 
ahead of him, and ascertained the 
Charmer's real position, before mov- 
ing aliead, tlto collision would, in all 
probability, have been averted. As 
was recently said in the Avas (ItlOti. 
7t; 1>.J., Ad. 37: "It is ?o absolutely 
well known that one cannot rely upon 
the direction of whistles In a fog, that 
1)0 man is justifled IH relyiligf.'W'lth cer- 
tainty upon what he Ii^ars when the 
whi.stle is line .on th.e -,hows like tlils 
was undoubtedly, or .Is ■..justifled in 
thinking it Is' broadening unless ho can 
make sure of it. That is the view I 
entertain very strongl.v, because, as it 
is well established that the direction Is 
an uncertainty, it is of no use trying 
to rely-upon- It as a certainty by say- 
ing you looked at the compass."' 

And see to' the same effect' the Re- 
solution (1889) 70 Asp, 363; the Cath- 
ay (]89'9)'9 "Asp. 35, and the Ebbr 
(I.SSB), 11 25. wherein, at p. 27 the 
mat tor Is considered in its various 
aspects by the court of appeal. ,„ 

Charmer's Side of Question 
Tiien as to 

Then as to tlie Charmer. Her mas- 
ter admits that on her customary run 
from Victoria to Vancouver from the 
time he left .A.ctivo Pass, Gossip reef 
at 4.34 ]).m., on a course N.W. by N. 
V.'tN. to clear the Sandheads. she ran 
full .sjieed, 11'/. knots through tlio 
denize fog, till 6.44, when ho heard the 
'bell of the Sandheads lightship, which 
was abeam, whereupon he- allowed the 
course to N. by W., and contin- 

,ued at full, speed till 5.54, when lie 
heard the fog signal of another vessel, 
close, loo, Dcaring about a point and 
a half to two jioints on the starboard 
bow, whereupon he starboarded his 
helm one point, blew two blasts and 
slowed down the engines, and kept on 
that course for four minutes without 
getting anotlier signal, and blowing his 
own fog signal e'/ery ten seconds, till 
he sighted the other A'essel at G.5S 
broad on his starboard bow, whcreniion 
lie reVv-rsed his engines full speed 
iisteni, Init too kite to avoid tlie col-, 
lision; he had only heard a second 
blast from the steamer just as she was 
coining out of the log. 

On tliesc facts we simply liave to 
reiie.'it what has been said with re- 
spect to tlie conduct of the pilot of 
the Tartar, viz., that the Charmer 
should have been stopped on not hear- 
ing .'i second whi.stle from the otiicr 
vessel known to be close at hand. We 
also add that Article 16 was further 
violated by running tlirough the fog at 
full speed, in re.gard to wliicii we con- 
tent ourselves by citing the follow- 
ing recent observations from tlie ad- 
miralty court in the case of the Em- 
press (Nov. 1, 1906) Smith's Leading 
Cases on Collisions, supra, .91-2, where- 
in it was said : . . , 

Gross Breach of Rules, 

"It does nol require more than a 
st.'itement of the defendants' case to 
sliow what ,a hopeless c.-iso theirs was, 
and \\]\y they were obliged to admit 
that their navigation \s'as negligent. 
If ere you liavo a steamer of high' 
power, whose full sjieed, I am .told, is 
IS l;nots,'and whieli had on hoard at 
this time a crew of K! h.ands all told, 
and too passengers. On her own, case 
slio was steaming at JO knots in a very 
dense fog. Th.at is positively shocking 
to my mind, ami 1 think it is a. gross 
breach of Art. 10, wdiich retpiires ves- 
sels lo proceed at a moderate speed in 
a fo.g. In a locality such as tliis round 
the Isle of Man, where idonty of traf- 
tic is to be expected, and with a whole 
lot of people on board. It seems to me 
terrible that so little care should be 
taken With regard to ^peed — ^that a 
vessel should go at that speed." 

And in the Nereus (1907) Smith'.; 
leading cases, supra, 159, it was held 
that. "On the evidence of the master 
of tile Oravia, tliat vessel was going 
10 knols at least — it may have been a 
little more — In a fog wliich was so 
thick that he could not see more than 
300 or 400 yards, and the case of tlie 
Or.'^ivia is liopeless for that reason." 

And tlie Lord Chancellor ends ills 
judgment in the Naworth t.'astle case, 
supra, by saj'iiig, "No quallllcation 
ouglit, however, to be allowed in the 
strictnes.-i of trie rule reciiiiriiig caution 
In a fog." 

Charmer's Whistles, 

Further, with respect to the fog sig- 
nals blown by the ('liarmor, we ;u-e 
not satislied that the prolonged blasts 
'.veri> of the uUiatioii re(inired b.v tlie 
ri'gulations, vix,, from four to six sec- 
onds. 

Tlie necessity of cari'fiilly conform- 
in.g to the regulations in this respect is 
obvious, tliough we are aware that a 
laxity of usage exists, which makes 
it desirable to draw attention to the 
matter. 

With respect to the helm signals 
given- by the Cli;iriner, presumalily 
under Article 2S, when in the fog and 
out of sight of the Tartar, and re- 
sponded to by the 'I'artar, we think it 
proper to remark thai tliere does not 
appear to be an>- warrant for so (ioliig, 
because those signals are only author- 
ized "wlien vessels are in sight of one 
another." Tills i.s pidnted out In 
.\Tarsdeii on Collisions (lllOl), pp. .iO^- 
3. and in Roscoc's Adniir;ilty Practice 
(i;i03), -ii. In giving unaiitliorized 
ttignals under 2S. tliere is a danger of 
confusing them wltli those that are 
elsewlierc .'itithorizod, e.g., under Ait. 
Ill, parlicularly if tiiey are not given 
with accuracN'. 

Both In Fault. 

Our decision i.? that both vessels 
were in fault, and contributed to the 
collision; but the Charmer was more 
lo iilame than the Tartar, having iii- 
fringod Art. 15, as well as 16. 

^\'ltll respect to the consequences 
for the failure of certain otllcers to 
perform their duty, we are of the 
opinion th.tt the case is not one that 
requires the cancellation or susjiension 
of certificates, for the following rea- 
sons: (1) No injury tn life or limbro- 
.sulted, nor any ilaniage, other tlian to 
the owner; (2) the vessels being own- 
ed by Ihe same company, then' are no 
nonlliciing interests; (3) the good sea- 
mausliii) driplayed after tin; collision, 
and (1) we recogiii:ie that It has 
bi^en heretofore more or less general- 
ly understood that ma^der.^ .arc ex- 
peeled to try and make connections 
'.vlthoui. at all timos having ilue re- 
gard lo the. state of tlie weather, lint 
in the future, all concerned should 
take notice that this last element will 
not bo considered in oxtoimation, for 
tho tlrno ha.s como, consequent ujion 
the greatly increased amount of ship- 
ping in tbtiso' waters, 'whon, for the' 



protection of the public, the regula- 
tions must bo strictly observed. 
Court's Finding. 
Bearing la mind the foregoing ex- 
tenuating ciroumstanoos, the judgment 
wo think proper to pronounqo i^:^ 

(1) That 'William .Henry Whitely,

AGAIN AHRAIfiNED 

Rev. John Pringle's Latest Let- 
^ ter on Conditions in Yu- 
kon Capital 



Vancouver, Jan. 29. — Rev. John 
Prlnglo, of Dawson, 'has'isent the fol- 
lowing letter to tho Province; 
• , "'Since I last wrote there have been 
s developments iu connection with mat- 
' ters discussed In former letters, which 
•ought to be of Interest to the^publlc. 

Tho press hex-e repoirfKliat'ithq min- 
ister of the Interior told" a- 'delegiation 
representing the churches that an in- 
vestigation had been ordered into the 
charges made by. me .agaijist certain 
officials. It is true, for I have .seen 
the minister's letter to tho commls- 
Blonoi'M. In it tho conimissloiior of this 
territory ia instructed to investigate 
.the charges, and- -to- call upon me to 
prove them. But I conferred with tho 
commissioner about tho invostlgatlon, 
I ]^ouadn;bat ho had nono of tho powers 
necessary^ for such . an inquiry, that ho 
could not subpoena, .^wear or protect 
wltnessoa. I thex-etora refused -to . ap- 
pear as prosecutor, or to ask my wU- 
nesses to appear. .1 do hot expect 
to go into a fight and not get hurt. Nor 
when I run counter to the party mar 
chine, to escape without being bespat- 
tered. But I was not born yesterday, 
and am not dlsposedvyoluntarlj^^i and- 
cheerfull^f to throw ' myself urider-' the 
wheels of the car. , 

The commissioner agreed to ask, and 
did, I believe, ask for powers under tho 
Public Inquiries act. I also wrote to 
the governor-general, tho prime minis- 
tor, the minister of public works, and 
the minister of the Interior, stating 
my position, and enclo.slng a copy of 
kny letter to the commissioner, giving 
niy . reasons for declining to appear. 
The reply , of the. minister .of jcthe In- 
terior is before ine. In it hetsay3,;that 
the ^powers, suggested by." me cannot 
be given and that if the investigation 
falls to substantiate my charges, it 
will: be by my own fault. The mlnia- 
ter's conclusion is, I think, open to 
serious question. I am not at all sure 
that it will be my own fault. But 
I am sure of tliis, that I have mistaken 
the character and temper of my people 
if they will be content to have tho 
humblest citizen treated In tliis fash- 
Ion, when he seeks tho puriricat.ion of 
the public service of his country. I 
cannot escape the imputation of other 
motives. ■ I learned long ago- that it 
-was one of the Inevitable penalties of 
the fight in behalf of right. , But the 
government knows that I have*durlng 
the last six years, by'5,co|ijBapOTldonce, 
and In per.sonal interviews with " the 
mlni.sters of the Cro^n, called their 
attention in the planest way possible 
to malodorous conditions in the of- 
flcial and community life, only to have 
my roprcscntationa practically ignored 
by those responsible at Ottawa, and 
to be flouted by tho undesirables in 
the service, and their retinue 'of heel- 
ers. 

A curious telegram wa.s sent by the 
oommis.sionor to the- government and 
the press a short time ago. In it the 
Canadian people arc a<i.suro(l that' 
Dawson ia as moral as any other town'- 
In Canada. , 

To begin 'with; I have never s.-,la or 
written a sentence which could fairly 
be construed to mean that I thought 
or think the people of Yukon immoral 
above others. My statement, made be- 
fore the general as.sembly of my church 
in St. John, reported and editorially 
commented upon in the St. John Tele- 
graph of June 3, 1904, was, that 75 per 
cent of the people of the Yujion were 
up j to the average In morality and 
iiboye it in intelligence. Nor have i 
In ipy letters or iu my interviews with 
members of the cabinet varied from 
that atatement. I" have simply 'g;Iven 
facts, figures and Illustrations to show 
that .tjo far ns morals go, the ad- 
ministration of law has been in the 
.interests of the lowest element of our 
social life. And I shall later, it neces-

There are not loss than thirty-five of 
these women here now, whose names 
aro known to tho police; and tmtil 
my last letter bestirred somebody in 
authority, and Judge Craig, two weeks 
ago, gave his sane interpretation of 
tho law concerning gambling practices, 
games were going on all over the city. 
I leave tho public to Judge between 
tho commissioner and me. 

Another curious feature In tho situ- 
ation has developed within the last 
week. The c.nnml.ssloner of this terri- 
tory approached tlic president of the 
Dawson Board of Trade, Jlr. Stanley 
.Scearce, and requested him to call tho 
board together to condemn my state- 
ments, and incidentally myself. A 
prominent member of a low-estate po- 
litical clique prepared the resolutions 
to be submitted at that meeting, !-ln 
which amongst other epithets applied 
to me, I am called a parasite. Tlie 
boardi inet, after considerable prelim- 
inary travail, and refused even to con- 
sider the matter.

I am old enough to liave sot rid of 
much of tlie conceit with which we all 
begin life, and to know my mistakes,

peals which (luifetly have been made. to

The attitude of : governments toward 
moral questions- is not alwdys a fa.lr 
reiltfction of-. tb6-moral stELhdaJ.db of 
the people.

SCHOOL EXPENDITURE 



Vancouver Board Asks r Council Sub- 
stantial Aniounf'for Outlay of 
Preserit-Yoar' 



Vancouver, Jan. '29.— -Tho board of 
school trustees last night preiiared its 
estlnuites for tlie year for .submission 
to the city council in connection with 
the civic estimates. Tho total amount 
aslced is $:i23,709. Of this amount 
$158, -IGO covers the payment of teach- 
er's salaries, ?5,«20 tho cost of man- 
agement, and $59,639 represents the 
estimates of the building committee 
for maintenance, etc^, of tho school 
properties. 

A petition was presented to the 
board asking for provision for the 
school population In the southeast sec- 
tion of the city. In answer to the re- 
presentations it was decided to iilaco 
one of the portable schools, now in use 
on other school grounds, at the corner 
of Clarke drive and Ninth avenue and 
open the now quarters at tho earliest 
possible moment. 

Other new buildings contemplated In 
the estimate are one for the advanced 
manual training classes at a cost of 
$2,000 and another for the domestic 
science classes at a cost of $1,200. The 
sum of $3,075 was'also. appropriated for 
the equipment of tho' domestid science 
department. 



Vancouver, Jan. 29.— A worthy addi- 
tion to the churches of tho province 
is the one just being completed by the 
Anglican New England' society, near 
Lytton. This society, which has its 
headquarters in England, Is a very old 
orje and prior to the Kevoliitlonary war 
carried on Inlsslonfe in various places 
In the New England states, which, on 
the passing of tho country from under 
tho control of Great Britain was 
abandoned.

The moral reform people of tho town 
have .suspected ■ for some lime that 
gambling was going on hero, and a 
few days ago engaged a detective to 
secure Information. He. happened to 
be in Hatch's place when the row oc- 
curred last week, altliough it was not 
on account of hi.s presence. A num- 
ber of men who .aro alleged to have 
been gaimbliiig became involved in 
an argument over a woman, and tho 
heated words soon led to blows, and 
In the mix-up Victor Noweli, a well 
known young man, was Injured, and 
through that fact tho affair became 
public. '

I 
had been mayor for Sfeveral years just 
previous to the passage of tho 'gal- 
lon law,' and It was apparent to mo 
that prohibition was tho' only way to 
reduce drunkenness and lawlessness to 
tho minimum. Wo have I'ound by 
long experience that the sale of liquor 
works great Injury to our business In- 
terests." — W'a.shlngton Post.

It was not only a deformity, but a mis- 
fortune In other ways, for a person 
who is badly cross oyod sees, out of 
only one eye. • ' ■', , 

Nowadavs, however, save in rare in- 
stances, tho matter o'ah .tie. a^t right 
by a Kimple surgical operation. It l.s 
mainly for this reason that one sees 
so few per.sons who aro cro.se eyed, iis 
compared with a tow ycarH ago. As 
for sore eyes, they are cured, or pre- 
vented, by glasses which, correct .the 
troubles, such as near sight. Or astig- 
matism, which aro -the cause of the mis- 
chief. 

Perhaps tho most curious of the many 
absurd popular notions about eyeiS is 
that which causes people to refrain 
from wearing needed gla-ssns for the 
reason that "if thoy once put them -Oh 
they will always , have to uao them." 
When glasses that aro needed liavo onco 
been adopted, noliody Is ever willing to 
give, them up, simi)ly becau.so the im^ 
provoment In vision, or gain in com- 
^fort, is such that they quU.'kly mako 
tliomselves Indespensablo. 

There is scnree anything about wliloh 
popular Ignorance Is so profound iin it 
is In reg.-'ird to oyes. Never so many 
people will confess to wearing ghisses 
for astismatlsni; but ask on,n o!.' tliem 
what astigmatism Is and the Hnswer, 
If any, in .airandom Ruess. Yet natlg- 
matlsm is dimply an irregularity in tlio 
curvatijre of the cornea, which Is sot 
in front Of the eye' llko.jn watoh glass. 
When "old sight',' coniea, iis It -does to 
all normal oyca at llfty years or earlier, 
complaint Is made that tho sight l.s fall- 
ing; but tlie fact Is that the eyes aro 
as good as over, luit need mild convex 
gl.isKos to help tlio focus at the near, 
point. Cataract Is- supposed ■ to * Vo^ -a' 
nim over tho eybiJiWhareaS; It is; really 
an opacity of the crysttilllno loris;'. bo- 
hind tho pupil,

Kii- — May I tlrst ask to have tho er- 
ror respoctiug the ChlneKo poll tax

i'.'v. shire Post, faepteuiber 7, it read thus: 
,C..v'. ."The Chhieso poll tax haa boon raised 
'j-^V from Idol. (4s). to 5 dol. (£1)." I stated 
f in my' letter that; -the Chinese poll, tax 
had been ralS*ed'fTom lOOdoJ. (op'eUitin- 
i-, dred»dqllars).'to BOOdol (five hundred 
' dollars); that Is, from twenty pounds 
to one hundred pounds; 

In assorting tnat British Coluinbui 
IS a land llowmg- with milk and honey, 
a..s I did in niy letter ot September 
7th, I still maintain that it iw ho. 
Truly,. the honey does not drop into a 
person's month without the seeking- for 
it. It needs tho 'liusy bee,' not tho 
'drone,' to find it. To a person 
straight from the 'old country' the '.'on- 
ditions hero will appear hard to begin 
with, but after living here rfor two 
or three years, a person of 'grit and 
mettle' will assuredly succeed, and he 
will loolc at things from another point 
of view. In a new country we have 
to depend uiion ourselves and carve 
out our own way — turn opportunities 
to our own good and makfi our way, 
often through great .difficulties, to 
'^ood fortune. . One cannpt cpmpare 
' JlTanltbba nor the Northwest Terri- 
tories' with British 1 Columbia; I have 
liv^a-?.'both'' In' Manitoba and British 
Coliimbla, where the conditions are as 
tho poles asunder. In M'unitoba we 
have tho groat extremes of heat and 
cold; here wo have in British Colum- 
bia a more temperate and eauable 
climate than that of England. "We 
\vork hard liere, but not nearly so hard 
as wo did in Manitoba, for after tho 
big trees are cut down and the land is 
-ioleared, or partly cleared, life lierc is 
' child's play in comparison. 

Any well written book upon British 
Columbia will tell you of Its marvel- 
ous mineral wealtli, its ■fortilo soil, 
abundance of game and fish, and de- 
lightful climate. But hard work must 
be done before the honey can be gatli- 
ered, and thfe hard work is the clearing 
up of these fine fertile valleys. To 
make a start it is best for a man to 
hire himself out upon a farm or rancli 
(unless he ha.s had previous experi- 
ence). He cannot get more than £1 
to £2 per month and board for tlio 
,first year, but he, gains his knowledge 
iht farming at some one else's expense, 
"and It is, alas! {often ati; a great ,4PS^ 
and expoijse to ■ the . ernployer th5j,t a 
greenhorn./learns his;. first lesson^ in 
*arming. We were once nearly forty 
r)ounds out of pocket thi'ough a young 
gentleman, who was simply working 
for Ijis board for the wjpter, disobey- 
ing orders respecting stock, which he 
loft out on the prairie, though ordered 
(In my husband's absence) to put it in 
f.ie stable. After a man has served 
about a year he will be able to obtain 
good wages; it depends upon himself 
whether or no he can command the 
highest. It would be better even for 
a man with capital to invest (suffi- 
cient, I mean, to buy a good place, to 
work out for a time upon a rancli or 
farm; then he will know where and 
how to buy. Sheep raising is carried 
on very successfully upon these is- 
lands; it takes capital, for you need 
a good amount of land. Sheep raising 
goes well with fruit ;and poultry,. .They 
need but little attention, just In lamb- 
ing time, and -if there Is a fall of snow 
we give extra feed; they are in grass 
all the y^ear. Dairy work and raising 
pigs go well together, and you need 
very little grain when - £her© Is' plenty 
9? milk to feed young pigs. It needs 
grain to fatten them at the last. 
. K'Aii farm produce fetches good prices. 
There Is a; gfeat 'demand tand .good 
iTlarltets for everything. We pay 4s 
per bushel for potatoes, eggs are sel- 
dom less than Is a dozen, in winter 
2s and 2s 5d per dozen; young poultry 
sells for from TVbd to lOd per lb., pork 
is now from 4d to Sd per lb., live 
weight. This is producer's price. The 
fruit industr.N-, liowever, will be one of 
the most iinijortaut in the future. 
These islaml.'^, in the Culf of Georgia, 
are admirably adapted for fiie •jjusi- 
iiess; tho fruits grown liore art: fine in 
every way — in form, color and fiayor. 
>, As apple trees do not mature boCoro 
they arc seven y(;ars old It is advl.?al)lo

There are ■ certainly unscrupulous 
men who seliomu to cheat a hired man 
and tlie latter has no redrcs.s unlos.s 
ho has a written al^reenlent, and that 
l.s unuflual. I do not tliluk that tho 
training of the .BngUsh hoy,i and glrlM 



fits them for Colonial life. Tho brain 
is trained too much, but what about 
the poor bodj'? It seems to me that 
everything jjossible lu done to unfit It 
for manual , work.. In Germany the 
physical training is considered most 
important. If this were' so invEngland 
I don't think we should hear.:^o much 
ab.out our fellow-countrymen .ivbelng 
unable to hust^. ; > • ^ 

Can you expect any other- result 
from -the present system of forcing the 
brain at the. expense of the body? la 
it to be wondered at that tho English 
boy.s and girla want to flock out of tho 
villages into the towns to find some- 
thing easier in the way of work'.' Yes, 
and more congenial than life upon a 
l^iirm? Since comingi out to Canada I 
■v;voto to ask a I'armer (who farms 
seven iiundred acres of land in the 
JMidlands) to send us out a. good, 
steady laboring man. His reply was, 
"I cannot get sutticient men to do mj 
own worls.' Now, wliat argument can 
you bring up to defend such a state- 
ment as this? A farmers daughter 
I says, "I cannot get suitable help; I 
prefer to do my own work." Is not 
this, state, of things, to. be attributed 
to.flo(^klng of the able.-bodled^men-atid 
women, from the country distrlcta Into 
the ..large centers of population, and 
of the Improper education of the chil- 
dren of the working- class? 

That a pioneer must at first face 
great hardships camtot be 'denied. . I 
could tell of numbers of cases in which 
anj- but IX stout-hearted person would 
liave given up and lost hope. In the 
early days a farmer in Manitoba with 
whom I am acquainted took a load 
of grain to a railway thirty miles 
away. After selling this and paying 
for his night's lodging at the hotel, 
and other small expenses connected 
with his .lourncy, he returned home 
fodr shillings out of pocket. Butter 
could not be marlieted, and eggs were 
about fjd iier dozen. How this man 
and ills wife and family made both 
ends meet is a mystery; but lie did, 
and is now a prosperous landowner 
on a large scale. Tho conditions al- 
tered; the railway is now only a few 
miles from him, and the district is 
Cully settled. 

That the present homesteads 
Manitoba are at such a great distance 
from a railway, as stated in your pa- 
per. Is to be regretted, but, if I were 
young and Strong, t ^should, not con- 
sider it &n itfsui-mountdblo 'difficulty.

level district; .as.'.toe'e "from scrub as 
possible — don't get a little isolated 
place in the midst of scrub or bush 
land or you will be cut off for years. 
Each person by working out for a few 
years will have saved sufficient money 
to buy a pair of good general purpose 
young mares, of about three years old, 
and a few imijlements, and liave cash 
in liand. Put up a -warm pioneer 
Iiouse and a warm stable, both built 
witli two ply of wood and one thiclt- 
ness of tar paper; the staljle must 
have a square ventilator, like a tiny 
wooden cliimney, to let out the neat 
and moisture. Then go in for breed- 
ing horses; they can be driven, to mar- 
ket at a. long distance, and '3o' great is 
the demand for them jiist now that it 
cannot be :'met.' Sell, the males and 
keep the females -till you have tori; 
tliese will b.rlng- aiy.gooi^ amount at 
thirty pound^ each, 'or over. By keep- 
ing a cow, pigs and poultry, and grow- 
ing plenty of garden stuff for use In 
both summer and winter, beyond a 
few groceries and necessary clothing, 
you will have but small expenses. His- 
tory repeats itself. You will find that 
if j'ou have selected a good locality, 
other settlers will llock in. and in 
due time a railway will come within 
your reach, conditioniy will improve, 
and the little colony will reap the 
reward it deserves if the people have 
been diligent and thrifty and im- 
proved their farms meanwhile. 

Britisli Columbia is two-and a-half 
or three days' .lourncy from Manitoba, 
traveling day and night, and five days 
from Montreal. It is best for emi- 
grants to come . out in the spring. 
Never come in the face of winter un- 
less you have IViend.s to come to. In 
the case of a family wishing to come 
out I should advise one or two sons to 
come first, work out until they have 
earned suliflcient to buy some land, 
pay for a few acres being cleared,' and 
a pioneer home put up, then keep on 
working out, at good wages, to. pay 
for further Improvements, planting out 
a good orchard, say, of ten or twenty 
acres; those at home could raise poul- 
try and sell eggs. Then when the 
orchard matures tliere will be work 
for several during apple picking time, 
and If you go in for keeping poultry on 
a large scale, busy helpers will be 
needed. You'rs, etc.,

Leader of Opposition. 
J. A. Macdonald (Rossland); loader 
of the opposition, said that hon. mem- 
bers on the other" side of the house 
seemed to think .that . some .dpu^Jt ice 
.ally existed In respect to the attitude 
of the Liberal party on this bill, al 
though in his opinion their position 
on this question waa pretty well un 
derstood throughout the, province. It 
had been proclaimed , on. divers occa- 
sions on- tho public platform, at con- 
ventions, and more than once on the 
lioor of the house. While moreover 
tho votes ca-iit on a previous occasion 
by the Liberal members of this liouse 
on a counterpart of thi's very bill were 
oil record. 

Regrets Attacks on Ottawa 
He regretted the attempt • which, 
from his point of view, had been made 
by the hon. the attorney-general and 
other speakers, notably the members 
for Nanaimo (Hawthornthwaite) and 
Ntjwoastle (Wllirams), to .use this 
bill as a means for praiitloally. attack- 
ing the Liberal government at Ot- 
tawa. Ho -was, not there to defend 
tliat governinont and fon,.. that rioint he 
would ctinten'f'hlmSelf by simi>ly say- 
ing th'at 'if '.any fault could be found 
witli the action- which had been taken 
on this question -at Ottawa it must 
bo laid, not at the door of the IJipl- 
minlon pari lament,, but on both jiarlies 
In tho Dominion house. Immediately 
after acceding to power in IS'JG tho 
Liberal government had carried out 
their olpotoral campaign pledge by in- 
creasing' iho head tax on tlie Cliinese 
to $100, and subsequently this tax had 
been raised to the figure of $500. Ow- 
ing to the considerable advance in 
wages that had occurred in this'provfi 
Ince in consequence of this qua,si-ex- 
clusion policy Chinamen were encour- 
aged to pay the $500 per head, and he 
admitted that In the face of those new 
circumstances it might be necessary 
to take further steps in order to pre- 
vent these people coming into tliis 
country. 

New Feature Introduced 
Anotlier phase of the Oriental Immi- 
gration question had been brought into 
prominence through the immigration 
of the Japanese, and had demanded 
their attention. Rather recently a 
treaty between Canada and Japan had 
been ratified, and it 'was wortliy of 
note that the only criticism which liad 
on that occasion been offered in the 
house at Ottawa by Hon.. <3ep. K. 
Foster and this was greatly t'o tliat 
gentleman's credit, was* th'at this step 
should have been inM^n before. He 
strongly deprecated the. Introduction 
of this question into the field of or- 
dinary party politics, and he main- 
tained that the sooner It was treatei? 
without any consideratiojn whatever 
for party interests the better it would 
be for the interests ot the peojile of 
British Columbia.. 

Favors White Man's Country 
Cjii onii point he toolc firm ground, 
and it was tliis, that our first duty 
was to our own race. And conse- 
quently If the influx of flrientnl peo- 
ples was going to swanif) ojir I'aee the 
unrestricted and even a limited Immi- 
gration of these races Into tills prov- 
ince should not be iiermitted. It was 
clearly the duty of every (,'aiiadlan to 
take tills stand, notwithstanding any 
commercial advantages whleli tln^ pur- 
suit of an opposite might seein to 
guarantee to Ctinadu as a. whole. He 
made this statement frankly and bold- 
ly and it was moreover the position 
that he had always taken on this sub- 
ject. But if we could koei) this a white 
man's country, and yet at the s;imo 
time obtain the eommorcial advan- 
tages which might accrue to this 
country under the ojicrailon cif these 
treaties it was liieii In Ills opinion oiir 
diitj- to luirsiK. that policy, not In th(; 
Interests of the coiunu.'rcia 1 <'lasses 
and of capitalists alone, but .also of 
our working classes. 

Says All Are Responsible 
i'^very membei' of the house of com- 
mons at Ottawa must take his fair 
share of llin responsibility which at- 
taeliod t.:i tho ratification of the tl•oat.^■ 
with .la pan, it wa.s perfectly true, 
lliat the Japanese had In great num- 
bers entered this province during the 
past summer; and It had never been 
dreamed that the government ot ,1a- 
paM would disregard the oliligutions 
to which it had agreed in respect to 
.L'lpunese immigration, in the way thej' 
had evaded tlioin-^as w;iw shown by 
last summer's influx — even thougii 
these obligations had lieen reduced to 
writing. And if this trouble should 
li.avo been foreseen by the Jjiberals at 
Ottawa it s/iould eriiially liave been 
foreseiui by the Conservatives at Ot- 



tawa, The Liberal gover^ijaent, led 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurler, could 'not fair- 
ly be charged with trifling with ^'thls 

question. 

Minister Sent to Japan 

When this influx became alarming 
it had been immediately taken up by 
tl.i3 authorities at Ottawa, and a min- 
ister of the crown had been despatch- 
ed to .Tapan, and this gentleman, Hon. 
Mr. Lemicux, had' returned witli tho 
statement that he had settled this 
question as far as it could possibly be 
settled by diplomatic action. A paper, 
puljlialied at Vancouver, .and whose 
editor sat on the other side of tho 
house; , expressed approval of the re- 
sults of this iiilnistor's mission; while 
the Colonist, which up to the present 
time had taken a very fair position 
on this question, had practically made 
tho same announcement; although the 
Colonist wont. further .;: and decliired 
that it would'. Jiltb t6v:sea tiie Natal;act 
passed in tho. Dominion house. Hon. 
Mr.' Lomieux had done the best that 
.could be. done in the circumstances. 
■ '' V ' Dominion' Natal Act 
'■Hon. 'Mr. Bowser— Does the hon. 
gentleman say tli/U tliLs is bettor than 
the passage ot a Natal act by t'le Do- 
minion government? 

Mr. Macdonald — I have not said so. 
What I say Is, that the Dominion gov- 
ernment cannot pass a Natal act, 

Hon. Mr. Bowser, — What then is the 
Use of Liberals moving .and earrylngi 
resolutions calling upon us to jiass 
this act'.' When you tlld tliis you were 
doing it for political purposes. 

Mr. Macdonald— No, nothing of tho 
kind. Tlie hon. gentleman cannot 
consider tills matter without taking a 
pai'ty view. 

Hon. Mr. .Bowser — Did you not talce 
part in a discussicm in tlie Liberal 
convention at Vancouver when reso-

But this'- happens tp-'-^e a 
question that cannot, be'answered .with 
either a simple yes or a simple no. 
Not Chinese or Japanese. 
Mr. Jledonald asked the attornev- 
general if the bill when enacted wou'ld 
exclude Japanese and Chinese. Ills 
hon. friend knew that the measure 
does not exclude Japanese and Chi- 
nese. He kne-W that "by the section .if 
the act taken froiri the British North 
Amerlciin act the...blll would not ex- 
clude the Japanese or.the Chinese. The 
attorney-genera.l'lchew,; therefore, tliat 
right on the face of tiiel bill there was 
a provL^ion which made It nonappllc- 
able to .Tajinnese and Chinese. The 
subsection referred to stated' that the 
bill should not apply to: 

"Any person tlie terms ' of whose en- 
try into Canada has -been fixed, or 
who.se exclusion from Cana,da has been 
ordered by any act of the parliament 
of (Canada." 

The Dominion government had leg- 
islation ujKui tho entry of tlie Japa- 
nese iind C!ilne.-e. 'J'lils bill therefore 
did not affect the Jaiianese or the Chi- 
nese. Hence tliei'e was eliminated 
from (lie powers of British Columbia 
the right to exehidci either the Jajta- 
uese or the Chinese. Ills iion. friend, 
the altorney-geueral, had not bad the 
frankness to admit this when the bill 
was lii-ouglit in. YiA a third .\ear law 
student would have known that this 
clau.se referred to would have tlii.s 
construction. Tills was tlie kind of 
fraiikiiess wliich had been recelviMt 
from tlio attorney-general and the 
govcrnm^.'nt. 

If the Japanese and Chinese were 
not excluded there was ' a third ■ class 
which had liot yiet ^eeh ■flfialt .'-with. 
These were the Hlndii^,. The Hindu 
was a stranger In 'this country up 
until a couple of yeari -ago. He lia.s 
gradually grown to bo a menace to the 
people and particularly the working 
peoi>l6 of British Columbia.

British subject and that the province 
had Imperial responsibilities. He be- 
lieved that at tlie present time India 
was passing through its greatest crisis 
iunce the mutiny. Tlie people of In- 
dia had been asking for self-govern- 
ment, and when It was refused they 
asked what was the benefit of Brltisii 
citizenship and they would ask this 
especially if they were to be excluded 
from other British soil. Many people 
take this stand and state that "the pro- 
vince should do nothing to affect that 
situation and he was willing to consi- 
der the rosponslbilitios, but he believed 
that of paramount importance wa.s tho 
keeping of soil free from anyone 
threatening tho citizens of British Col- 
umbia and their liberties. That was 
why he wanted the house to have tho 
true effect and scope of this bill which 
was not to exclude Japanese or Chinese 
but their fellow subjects of India. 
Will Support Bill. 
Mr. Macdonald charged the hon. tho 
attorney-general with attempting to 
hoodwink tho members of the house, 
in his presentation of the govern- 
ment's case. But the people of this 
province were fully ju.stifiod In making 
every eftort. to protect themselves; 
and therefore he proposed to .support 
this bill. 

"I do hot know," said jNIr. Macdon 
aid, "what will be the outdonie after 
thii-i lilll has passed the liouse. I do 
not know whether the ministers will 
shirk tlieir resrionsibiiity and hide 
themselves behind the alleged privi- 
leges of the lieutenant-governor to 
reserve, his assent to this bill. Last 
week we had thi; spectacle of the re 
sponsible ministers of the crown 
standing in their place and practically 
allowing the., responsibility which the 
people will place upon some sho'ulders, 
heaped upon' the shoulders of a man 
who is not in a position to defend 
himself and shirk their own responsi- 
bility. I hope that they will insist 
that the lieutenant-governor deal with 
this bill as the head of the government 
ot this j)rovince. He i.< at tlie bead ol" 
the government of this province. He 
i.s In no sense a Dominion ollicer save 
in ono sense. When he gets instruc- 
tions from the governor-general in 
council he may refuse his assent to a 
bill." 

The speaker held that Mr. Macdon- 
ald was not speaking to the -subject. 
Mr. jSlacdonald retorted" that the min- 
isters had been speaking not only with 
great liberty, but .even with license. 
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He resumed his seat amidst opposition 
applause. The premier moved tlie ad- 
journment of the debate
